District-attorney  Frederick*  had  said 
that  the  prisoner  would  see  n-Dne  of  "the 
lawyers  asooclatod  with  the  defense, 
and  McManigal  later  conflriueu  this 
personally  to  Harriman  at  the  Jail. 

Harriman  wpnt  tn  the  prison  ex- 
pressly to  give  McManigal  an  opportun- 
ity to  repeat  the  declaration  the  ac- 
cused dynamiter  made  yesterday  to  At- 
torney O.  M.  Hilton,  that  he  had  not 
made  a  confession  and  would  make  none. 
Instead,  to  his  n'lewtion*?;  th<»  lawyer  re- 
ceived today  replies  very  different. 

These  replies  caused  him  to  declate 
that  John  J.  McNamara  and  his  brother 
Jamea  ilrare  now  the  only  ones  on  whom 
the  lawyers  retained  by  the  various 
labor  organizations  would  centre  their 
efforts,  furthermore.  th«  only  visitors 
McManigal  receives  now  are  men  from 
the  district  attorney's  office.

MBXICb*"'6fTTf,  April  28.— While  it 
had  been  thought  the  signing  of  the 
armistice  might  have  the  effect  of  les- 
sening the  activities  of  the  rebels  In 
other  parts  of  the  republic,  a  sum- 
mary of  the  week's  campaign  shows  an 
increased  aggression  and  a  wider  area 
of  disturbance.  It  Is  reported  that  the 
number  of  rebels  operating  In  one  sec- 
tlnn  of  Pue^hla  la  not  less  than  5000, 
and  from  a  different .  part  of  the  .state 
comes  the  news  of  a  band  of  600  that 
demanded  the  surrender  of  Tflhuan- 
can,  the  resort  where  Vice-president 
Corral  spent  so  many  weeks.  The  larger 
force  of  bUUO  Is  near  Acatian  and 
Matamorow  Izucar. 

The  tactics  In  the  southern  Interior 
regions  are  fairly  typical  of  the  cam- 
paign throughout  the  disaffpcted  parts 
of  the  republic.  The  rebels  appear  In 
a  town,  the  federals  are  sent  to  dis- 
lodfre  them  and  a  federal  victory  re- 
ported. 

The  report  of  the  victory  is  true, 
but  the  invariable  strategy  of  the  rebels 
is  to  flee  before  they  are  forced  to 
surrender,  so  that  the  Sum  total  of 
the  re^bels  Is  not  materially  reduced 
and  the  defeated  men  reappear  in  a 
few  days  In  some  other  place. 

Slowly  the  rebel  forces  in  Guerrero 
are  gathering:  In  numbers,  and  in  Co- 
yuca  de  Catalan.  Guerrero,  the  jefe 
politico  himself  opened  the  doors  of  the 
prison,  and  arming  the  180  prisoners 
led  them  forth  to  fight  in  the  cause 
of   the  revolutionists. 

General  Valle,  In  charge  of  the  fed- 
eral troop.i  in  Puebla,  today  advised  the 
department  of  war  that  Tecamalcho  hail 
fallen    Into    the    hands   of    the   rebels. 

Among  the  prisoners  accused  of  se- 
dition wno  were  released  today  was

MELBOURNE.  April  28.— The  defeat 
of  the  policy  of  the  Commonwealth 
government  advocating  the  enlargement 
of  the  powers  of  the  federal  authority 
has  been  of  so  crushing  a  nature  that 
the  suggestion  has  been  put  forward  in 
poiitJcai  circles  that  the  Bovemment 
ouKht  to  resign,  as  it  has  to  all  intents 
and  purposes  lost  the  confidence  of  the 
people.  The  attorney-general,  Mr. 
Hughes,  however,  scouts  the  idea,  hold- 
ing that  the  referendum  does  not  neces- 
sarily Involve  the  government  In  the 
same  way  as  a  platform  adopted  for 
the  purpose  of  a  general  election.  He 
holds  that  the  people  were  not  fully 
aware  of  tho  Issues  laid  before  them, 
and  he  will  consider  seriously  whether 
the  question  shall  not  be  re-submltted 
to  the  country. 

The  cabinet.  It  Is  said.  Is  by  no 
means  unanimous  on  the  point,  and  the 
party  caucus  Is  known  to  be  sharply 
divided,  so  that  some  changes  in  the 
personnel  of  the  cabinet  are  not  beyond 
the    bounds   of   probability. 

Mr.  Hughes  has  earned  some  meas- 
ure of  unpopularity  for  himself  In  con- 
sequence of  his  vigorous  championship 
of  the  government's  proposals,  and  In 
Sydney  has  been  the  recipient  of  un- 
welcome attentions  of  a  mob.  who  pelted 
him  and  knocked   his  hat  off. 

The  victory  of  the  opponents  of  the 
policy  set  forth  in  the  referendum  has 
been  no  complet*  that  the  labor  lead- 
"ers  are  dumbfounded.

SAN  FRANCISCO,  April  2  8. — Accord- 
ing to  the  accounts  of  the  famine  In 
China  brought  by  the  United  States 
army  transport  B\jford,  which  reached 
San  Francisco  today,  whole>  villages 
have  been  depopulated,  and  even  in 
the  streets  of  the  large  city  of  Nan- 
king men  and  women  may  be  seen 
dropping  dead  from  lack  of  food. 

One-fourth  of  the  cargo  of  the  Bu- 
ford, consisting  of  flour,  rice,  wheat, 
canned  meats  and  salmon,  was  deliver- 
ed at  Chlngklang  to  the  Christian  Hear- 
ald  fajnlne  relief  coir.mlttee.  The  food- 
stuffs were  taken  100  miles  up  the 
Yellow  river  and  distributed  amc^ig 
various   villages. 

According  io  estimate"  obtained  bv 
offloers  of  the  Buford,  there  are  about 
8,000,000  persons  In  northern  AnhuV 
and  1,000,000  in  northern  Klangsu 
starving  for  lack  of   food. 


WASHINGTON,  April  28.— The  re- 
ported declaration  of  Ramon  Corral, 
vice-president  of  Mexico,  that  Ameri- 
cans were  fomenting  trouble  in  his  coun- 
try in  order  to  force^lnterventlon,  has 
encountered  the  disfavor  of  this  gov- 
ernment. 

The  state  department  ha«  csUed  tb« 
matter  to  tho  attention  of  Mexico  In 
order  to  establish  officially  whether  the 
interview  with  the  vice-president  was 
authentic  as  published  in  Mexico  City. 

The  question  will  be  taken  up  by 
Ambassador  Wilson,  to  whoji  the  de 
partment  telegraphed  late  today  a  copy 
of  an  offlcial  statement  wrhlch  it  had 
issued,  unequivocally  disapproving  the 
alleged  utterance.

The  meet- 
ing also  adopted  a  memorial  expressing 
appreciation  and  confidence  in  the  bear- 
er of  the  address,  Hon.  Richard  Mc- 
Brlde. 

The  address  from  the  people  of  tha 
Province  to  His  Majesty  follows: 

"Resolved:  that  the  Hon.  Richard  Mc- 
Brlde, Premier,  be  requested  to  sign 
and  present  on  behalf  of  the  Province 
the  followins:  humble  address  to  His 
Most  Excellent  Majesty,  George  the 
Fifth,  by  the  Grace  of  Ood  of  the  Unit- 
ed Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, and  of  the  British  Dominions  Be- 
yond the  Seas,  King,  Defender  of  tho 
Faith,  Emperor  of  Indi&. 

"We,  the  subjects  of  Your  Majesty 
residing  in  British  Columbia,  desire  to 
assure  you  of  our  unswerving  loyalty  to 
your  person  and  to  i.he  Crown. 

"We  recall  with  pleasura  the  occasion 
of  your  visit  to  our  Province,  and  we 
most  humbly  say  that  the  kindly  feel- 
ings which  were  then  engendered  have 
been  intensified  by  succeeding  years.

Should  Protflct  Horita?* 
^T«f{<w4  artt  V*Srt*nt^JS  to  insure  the 
property  we  have.  What  are  we  doing 
to  show  in  some  tangible  way  that  wc 
are  in  sympathy  with  procuring  a 
strong  and  efficient  soldiery?  Wo  have 
the  militia,  the  volunteers,  the  sdhool 
cadets;  but  do  we  do  our  duty  in  seeing 
that  we  have  still  more  efficient  troops 
liere  in  this  part  of  the  Empire  if  trou- 
ble came  upon  us?  The  way  this  prov- 
ince is  growing,  the  way  It  is  shaping 
towards  a  great  future  malies  one  pause 
to  think  that  with  the  great  assemblage 
of  wealth  some  attempt  should  be  made 
to  provide  cfficioni.  protection  against 
an  enemy,  .should  an  enemy  appear. 
(Applause.)  The  same  situation  pre- 
vails with  regard  to  naval  protection, 
or  ratllier  lack  of  protection,  for  we  are 
without  protection.  We  are  putting 
millions  of  dollars  worth  of  wealth  in 
our  siiow  windows  and  we  have  nothing 
in  guns  or  ships  to  protect  this  wealth 
if  an   enemy   should  v;ome.    ■ 

"I  do  not  wish  the  observations  1 
have  made  to  be  taken  in  an  offensive 
sense.  Tills  is  a  time  of  peace.  No  na- 
tion Is  more  anxious  for  peace  than  the 
British  nation.  But  it  is  our  duty,  and 
it  should  be  consistent  with  our  work, 
that  while  we  are  dcvelo|)ing  tHie  great 
resources  of  the  land  wc  should  be  pre- 
pared to  protect  them.  This  protection 
can  only  be  worked  out  efficiently  in  an 
Imperial  way.  I  refer  to  It  as  a  grave 
matter.  It  means  I'fe  and  death  so  far 
as  the  white  people  at  least  are  con- 
cerned in  this  portion  of  the  globe.  I 
hope  my  remarks  will  be  taken  the  right 
way.  for  I  should  not  desire  to  Inter- 
ject anytliing  of  an  argumentative  char- 
acter, and  have  intended  to  do  nothing 
more'  than  to  attempt  to  bring  (home, 
in  as  striking  an.,  emphatic  manner  as 
possible,  the  necessity  of  considering 
that  something  should  be  done  to  make 
for  a  more  efficient  protection  of  our 
homes  and  proporty. 

A  Or^t  BeeponsibUlty 
As  a  Canadian  and  a  Victorian,  I  havo 
been  greatly  honored  by  this  gathering. 
When  friends  said  to  me  tliat  since  I 
had  been  invited  by  the  Colonial  office 
to  attend  the  Coronation  of  .His  Ma- 
jesty there  should  be  a  public  meeting 
where  a  public  resolution  could  be  pass- 
ed. I  realized  tliat  1  speak  to  the  Vic- 
toria public  so  often  on  oth»'r  subjects. 
However,  those  friends  considered  that 
such  a  meeting  should  be  held,  and  we 
have  gatliered  to  pass  an  address  to  be 
presented  to  His  Majesty  to  show  that 
not  only  have  we  not  forgotten  him  as 
a  King,  but  as  a  man.  It  .vlli  be  a 
matter  of  great  pride  for  me  to  con- 
vey tlirough  the  proper  channels  that 
address  which  has  been  so  unanimously 
endorsed.  1  am  satisfied  you  will  take 
me  at  my  word  when  1  say  a  groat  re- 
sponsibility rests  upon  any  man  who 
leaves  Mils  great  section  of  Canada  "> 
represent  it  at  the  great  centre  of  the 
Empire.  Of  course,  in  asking  me  to  go 
to  l.,ondon  for  tills  ceremony,  tlie  Im- 
perial authorities  wore  recognizing 
British  Columbia,  and  I  go  there  aa  TTio 
representative  ot  this  province.  My 
great  worry  and  trouble  is  that  I  may 
not  he  equal  to  the  responsibility  to 
properly  represent  Etrltish  Columbia  at 
the    great    centre    of   lOmplre. 

■'I  have  always  taken  the  view  that 
a  government  in  office  is  a  government 
of  tho  people,  and  I  am  not  here  as  a 
Conservative  or  a  politician,  but  as  a 
servant  of  British  Columbia,  and  as 
such  I  leave  tjhese  shores  for  I,ondon. 
The  resolution  which  has  been  passed 
by  the  meeting  is  more  llian  I  deserve; 
but  it  Is  not  more  than  the  province  de- 
serves.    When    t    go    to    London    I    sliall 


shaping  Up  for  the  great  population  of 
the  future.  I^et  us  see  to  it  that  these 
things  we  are  developing  fall  into  the 
hands  of  our  own  race.  At  any  rate, 
let  us  see  to  it  that  they  be  conserve.l 
anjfi  preserve^  tiff  the  white  race." 

In  conclusion  the  premier  thanked 
the  meeting  for  its  klnuness  towards 
lilm  and  the  compliment  paid  the  prov- 
ince by  the  gathering,  and  on  behalf 
of  Mrs,  McBride  he  thanked  tiie  meHl- 
Ing  for  the  inclusion  of  her  name  in  tlie 
memorial   passed   by  Che   assemblage. 

The  meeting  closed  with  the  singing 
of  the  National  Anthem  and  cheers  for 
the'  premier.

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With  the  final  session  at  which  the 
estimates  for  the  year,  particularly 
the  question  of  salary  increases  for 
some  of  the  officials  whose  applica- 
tions had  not  to  that  time  been  con- 
sidered open  to  the  press,  the  city 
council  last  night  completed  this  labors: 
The  estimates  as  passed  In  the  several 
meetings  held  for  that  purpose,  were 
adopted  and  at  an  early  meeting  the 
necessary  bylaw  giving  effect  to  theni, 
will  be  Introduced. 

Tt»e  dlscussloa  lim  salaries  of  the 
engineer's  department,  which  oil  a 
former  occasion,  created  some  heated 
debate,  was  eliminated  by  the  easy 
method  of  passing  an  appropriation 
for  "contingent  salaries,"  thus  per- 
mitting of  adjustment  at  a  later  date- 
The  salary  of  Medical  Health  Offi- 
cer, Dr.  G.  A.  B-  Hall,  occasioned  de- 
bate. The  Increase  was  recently  fixed 
at  $50  per  month,  making  the  monthly 
amount  $250.  Alderman  "VV.  F.  Fui- 
lorton  urged  $300  a  month,  pointing 
out  the  excellent  work  of  tho  official 
who  was  not  prepared  to  remain  ua 
medical  health  officer  If  only  granted 
$250  as  a  monthly  stipend- 

Alderman  Okell  also  lauded  tho 
doctor's  work,  pointing  out  that  If  the 
council  would  consent  to  pay  for  an 
assistant  and  permit  Dr.  Hall  to  un- 
dertake some  outside  work,  he  would 
accept  the  $2,'j0-  Alderman  Pcden  also 
urged    the    increase. 

Mayor  Morley  appreciated  the  sent- 
iments of  the. board,  but  ho  considered 
that  as  only  a  few  months  ag-i  thn  city 
called  for  applications  and  several 
good  men  had  applied,  it  was  hardly 
rigjtit  to  now  give  Dr.  Hall  an  increase 
of  fifty  per  cent.  It  would  be  bettor 
to  give  an  advance  of  $50  now,  but 
not  to  raise  the  salary  to  such  a 
height  that,  should  there  come  hard 
times  here,  it  might  be  necessary  to 
reduce  it  Such  had  occurred  in  Vic- 
toria before.  If  the  doctor  proved  as 
capable  this  year  as  last,  then  next 
year  the  other  $50  could  be  given-  The 
mayor  said  he  was  no  small  salary 
man.  but  the  council  should  go  slowly 
Matter  of  Principle 
Alderman  Langley  stated  that  h?  h.nd 
noticed  that  when  medical  men  came 
to  Victoria  from  outside  points,  iio- 
come  qualified  to  practice,  secure  po- 
sitions here  and  become  acquainted 
with  people,  then  they  turn  around  nnd 
Inform  th'>  cniincll  that  if  the  latter 
does  -lot  doul-Ie  their  salary  they  will 
diilt-  Alderman  Langley  believed  SKOO 
d  year  a  very  large  incrouse  .inc!'  a 
lew  months'  work-  Me  believed  Dr. 
Hall  an  excellent  offictr.  but  it  was  .i 
matter   of   prlticiple. 

After  some  further  discussion,  the 
lncrea.«<e  of  $100  per  numlh  ^\as 
granted. 

Then  the  salaries  of  a  number  of 
other  officials  were  reconsidered  and 
increases  recommended,  that  of  the 
plumbing  Inspector  to  $150;  sanitary 
inspector  $125,  and  auditor  to  $100- 
The  salaries  of  third  class  engineers 
employed  at  the  pumping  station  were 
raised    to    $100,    tho    union    wage. 

In  reap<mse  to  the  request  of  tho 
Daughters  of  the  ICtnpIre  for  a  grant 
of^$5,000  towards  the  expenses  ot  the 
(Wonatlon  fete,  the  sum  of  $2,000 ...will 
be  approprl-itcd. 

In  connection  with  the  estimates,  a 
resolution  was  passed  to  the  effect 
that  Mr.  Astiey,  of  |the  city  engineer's 
staff.  Winnipeg,  b©  offered  the  ap- 
pointment of  engineer  of  construction 
ut  a  salary  of  $4,000  a  year-  This  Ig 
tho  new  office  which  the  council  has 
added  to  the  city  engineer's  depart- 
ment. 

The    supervision    of    the    boulevards,

Alderman  Moresby  Impugns 
Veracity  of  Colonist — His 
Statements  Are  Stoutly 
Contradicted, 


KuleB  of  order,  parllumenlury  pro- 
cedure and  every  other  r«Kulailon  terul- 
Ing  to  unite  ilie  members  of  the  h1- 
dtrmanlc  body  in  husluosullke  and  har- 
monious rulatlons  wt-ni  by  the  board  at 
last  nlBht'fi  mueling  ot  the  city  ci;un- 
cH  when  Alderiuunliu ruber  and  Mpresby 
indulged  In  a  lieated  altercation.  Tlie 
short  and  ugly  word  was  passed  with 
Hpirit,  and  warm  jiasagcs  indulged  in, 
which  ended  in  Alderman  Moresby 
lelliiiK  Alderman  Hurnber  to  "shut,  up," 
while  the  latter  invited  the  former  "out- 
side." 

The  sc-^Hlon  had  been  going  along 
most  smoothly,  almost  too  Bmoothly, 
it  seemed,  to  be  true,  'fnen  Alderman 
Moresby  started  the  trouble  when  he 
rose  and  begged  to  speak  to  a  -^uestlon 
of   privilege.

America,  and  for  ascertaining  the 
rights  and  prescribing  the  duties  of 
these  offlcers."  There  are  also  in- 
cluded in  the  donation  made  to  the 
treasury  of  the  archives  department 
with  such  public  spirited  courtesy  by 
Mr.  Ferguson,  the  private  journal  and 
letter  book  of  Archibald  McKinlay, 
Who  was  one  of  the  Indian  reserves 
commission. 

Time  'Worn*  Iiattsra 

Of  very  particular  interest  are  two 
letters  addressed  to  Peter  Sicene  Og- 
den, the  one  at  the  beginning  of  his 
administratffth  In  the  Fraser  Lake 
territory,  now  almost  a  century  ago, 
and  the  other  approximately  when  his 
administration  was  drawing  to  a  close. 
It  will  be  called  to  mind  by  students 
of  early  Western  Canadian  history  that 
Peter  Skene  Ogden  Is  credit<»d  with  the 
authorship  of  the  little  volume  entitled 
"Traits  of  American  Indian  Life  and 
Character,  by  a  Fur  Trader,"  a  de- 
lightfully written  work,  containing  a 
vast  amount  of  interesting  and  In- 
formative detail  as  to  the  aborigines 
of  Western  Caledonia,  their  habits  and 
their  lives,  with  incidentally  a  graphic 
account  of  Mr.  Black's  murder  by  the 
Shuswaps  In  the  long  years  ago.  Of 
the  two  letters  to  Peter  Skene  Ogden 
above  referred  to,  the  first  was  from 
hI^  asTcd  father,  then  living  ^Taun- 
ton, England,  and  which  readli  as  fo'l- 
lows : 

"Taunton,  9th  March,  1823. 
"My  dear  Son:

bishop of  ^V'e8tminster,  Lord  Loreburn, 
the  lord  high  chancellor;  Lord  Strath- 
cona,  lilgh  commissioner  of  Canada; 
ylr  Joseph  G-  Ward,  premier  of  New 
Zealand,  and  other  notables.  Over 
their  heads  the  Union  Jack  and  Stars 
and    Stripes    were   entwined. 

Mr.  Asquith  and  Mr-  Balfour  spoke 
eioauently  of  the  treaty  proposed  by 
President  Taft,  declaring  that  it  would 
mark  a  new  era  In  civilization,  but 
both  pointedly  disclaimed  that  a  peace 
pact  between  Great  Britain  and  the 
United  States  providing  for  the  sub- 
mission of  all  differences  to  arbitra- 
tion would  mean  an  alliance  between 
the  two  countries.  Mr.  Balfour  warned 
his  hearers,  than  whom,  he  said,  none 
in  the  world  felt  more  the  burden  of 
preparing  for  war,  that  the  treaty 
would  not  mean  the  immediate  reduc- 
tion   of   armaments. 

'i'he  meeting  represented  the  demo- 
cracy of  Britain  rather  than  the  aris- 
tocracy. Among  th£<se  on  the  plat- 
form were  the  Bishop  of  Hereford,  the 
lOarl  of  Aberdeen,  l(.>rd  lieutenant  of 
Ireland;  Sir  George  H.  Reed,  high

Mr-  Asquith  then  moved  the  follow- 
ing resolution    : 

"That  this  meetlnsr  of  citizens  of 
London  assembled  in  the  Ouildliall 
cordially  welcome  the  proposal  of  the 
United  States  In  favor  of  a  treaty  of 
arbitration  between  that  country  and 
the  British  empire,  and  pledge  lt.s  sup- 
port to  the  principles  of  such  a  treaty 
as  serving  the  highest  interests  of  the 
two  nations,  and  as  tending  to  promote 
the   peace   of  the  world."

The  effect  of  the  act  of  1898 
has  been  Imperceptibly  and  gradually 
to  change  that  position  and  to  a  large 
Chief  <s*'^ct  nowadays  the  onus  of  proving 
his  Innocence  in  fact  In  many  cases 
falls  upon  the  accused. — Law   Times.

A  letter  has  been  received  by  the  pro- 
vincial game  warden,  Mr.  Bryan-Wil- 
liams, announcing  the  death  by  a  fatal 
accident  of  Herr  Oberlander,  the  wealthy 
manufacturer  and  sportsman  of  Bo- 
hemia, who  has  been  a  frequent  visitor 
to  this  province  during  successive 
shooting  Beasona.  in  which  he  has 
secured  many  notably  fine  trophies  of 
British  Columbia  big  game..  On  his 
last  visit,  in  1909.  It  will  be  remember- 
ed that  he  had  a  sensational  legal  fight 
with  the  provincial  game  authorities,  in 
which  the  courts  sustained  his  appeal 
from  the  ruling  of  an  ■  East  Kootenay 
magistrate,  under  which  he  was  heavily 
fined  for  allegedly  shooting  without  a 
license.  The  ground  upon  which  the 
police  court  conviction  was  quashed 
was  that  the  magistrate  had  exceeded 
his  Jurisdiction,  and  in  consequence  of 
the  vexatious  proceedings  In  which  he 
was  compelled  to  be  a  prin>::pal,  Herr 
Oberlander  declared  that  ho  would  never 
again  visit  British  Columbia.  This  year 
>j»  tr»n»f«rred  lila  Attentions  to  the 
Soudan,  where  he  root  his  death  through 
being  fatally  gor„ed  by  a  wounded  wild 
buffalo.  /■>.•' 


Mr.  Charles  Coleman,  aged  55,  who 
has  been  a  patlpnt  at  St.  Joseph's  Hos- 
pital for  some  months  past  mysterious- 
ly disappeared  from  the  hospital  some- 
time yesterday  morning.  The  city 
police  have'  been  notified  of  the  fact 
that  he  Is  missing  and  the  hospital 
authorities  are  anxious  to  ascertain  his 
whereabouts. 

Mr.  Coleman  Is  described  as  ataou* 
five  feet  four  inches  In  height,  clean 
shaven,  with  large  blue  eyes  and  brown 
hair  tinged  with  grey.  When  last  seen 
he  was  wearing  a  grey  suit  and  soft 
black  hat.  As  far  as  is  known  he  came 
to  Victoria  last  July  claiming  that  he 
had  been  working  In  mines  in  Montana, 
and  was  the  possessor  of  mining  prop- 
erty at  Mount  Sicker.  His  residence  at 
St.  Joseph's  has  been  through  debility. 
The  officials  at  the  hospital  say  that 
for  the  past  few  days  he  has  been  act- 
ing strangely  and  on  Thursday  he  ask- 
ed a  i>erson  with  whom  he  was  con- 
conversing  to  take  him  to  an  asylum. 
While  in  the  hospital  he  was  very  re- 
served keeping  very  much  to  himself. 
He  spoke  with  an  Irish  accent.  He  had 
his  quarters  In  the  surgical  ward  of  the 
hospital,  and  yesterday  it  was  noted 
that  he  was  absent  from  breakfast. 
Shortly  afterwards  a  search  ma^a  for 
him  resulted  In  non-discovery,  and  the 
sisters  of  the  hospital  at  once  put  the 
machinery  of  the  law  in  motion.  Up  to 
the  present  no  trace  of  the  missing 
man  has  been  discovered.

That   the  only   ujiinner  in   which  it  is 
nnsslbie    to   escape   taxes   is    to   die   has 
long  been  looked  upon  as  an  axiom.  But 
times   change   and   it    has    remained    for 
Victoria    to    prove    the    fact    that    self- 
evident   truths  are  sometimes  not  quite 
sufficient.      Hecause    of    the    recent    de- 
cision   respecting    the   legality      of      tlje 
property    owners'    list    whereby    it    was 
held   that  holders   of  land    under  agree- 
ment of  aalo  are  not  entitled   to  be  as- 
sessed the  city  solicitor  has  given  it  as 
his    opinion    that    therefore    the    assess- 
ment roll,  as  usually  compiled  is  illegal 
and  only  registered  owners  of  land  can 
bo     enrolled     thereon.       Therefore     the 
heretofore  unheard     of     proposition     of 
dead   m-in   being   taxed    has   arisen.      On 
the    property    owner's    list    as      recently 
compiled    were     the    names    of    several 
deceased     persons.     These     names,      by 
reason   of  the  fact  that   the  heirs     have 
never    had    the    property    registered    in 
their   own   names   are   still,   in    the   eyes 
of    the      law,    the      registered      owners. 
Hence    the   necessity   of    the   city  asses- 
sor   sending   out   notices   of   assessment 
to  a  solicitor   (dead)   stated  agent  of  an 
owner      talao       dead).      Holders      under 
agreement    of    sale,    who    have    hl'lierto 
paid   their   taxes,    will     apparency     not 
thid   year   be   assessed   and   will   pay   no 
taxes,    these   charges    being    levied    only 
against      the     registered      owners.        As 
there  are  many  subdivisions  qtili  regis- 
tered in  a  few  names,  while  many  pur- 
chasers   have    agreed    to    pay    taxes    for 
the  lots  purchased  m  such  subdivisions, 
the   only    thing   for    the    city   is   to  look 
to  such   original  owners  for  the  yearly 
taxes. 

City  Assessor  Northcott,  by  reason  of 
this  change  has  applied  to  the  city 
council  for  an  extension  of  time  within 
which  to  finish  the  roll.  He  was  in- 
structed to  have  tire  roll  returnable  by 
May  15,  but  he  states  he  cannot  com- 
plete it  before  June  12,  and  not  even 
then  unless  extra  help  and  overtime  be 
allowed. 

The  assessor's  request  was  granted 
l)y  the  city  council  last  night.  This  de- 
lay will  also  be  reflected  In  the  treas- 
urer's office  where  a  mass  of  clerical 
work  has  to  be  done  after  the  revision 
of  the  assessment  roll  and  it  will  re- 
quire rapid  work  for  the  treasurer  to 
get  everything  In  readiness  for  sending 
out  the  yearly  tax  notices.

That  si'rious  Viroachcs  of  the  law  reg- 
uliiting  and  .restricting  the  employment 
of  certain  cla.sses  of  labor  in  timber 
camps  throughout  tlila  province  are  be- 
ing made  was  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Premier,  as  a  matter  of  notori- 
ous fact,  by  Mr.  Murray  .S.  Potts,  presi- 
dent of  the  United  Brotherhood  of  Am- 
LTlea,  and  Mr.  Horace  J.  Robinson,  si-c- 
retury-treasurer  of  that  powerful  and 
influential  Labor  organization,  who 
waited  upon  the  Prime  Minister  yester- 
dya  aa  a  delegation  from  tlio  Ijrother- 
hood,  whtdi  l.s  more  generally  known 
as  the  Loggers'   Union. 

Briefly,  the  charges  formulated  by 
Preilidirnt  Potts  were  to  the  effect  that 
tho  law  is  hfing  consistently  violated 
in  throe  important  respects,  vix..  the 
employment  in  timber  camps  on  lease- 
hold and  llcensehold  lands  of  Chinese 
and  other  Orientals,  ttuit  engineers 
other  tlian  these  properly  certificated 
are  being  employed  In  numerous  camps 
and  that  some  few  camps  in  the  north- 
erly coast  district'  are  importing  and 
employing  men  In  direct  contravention 
of  the  .'Vllen  Contract  Labor  laws. 

Tho  representatives  of  the  Brother- 
hood wore  introduced  bv  Mr.  Michael 
Manson,  M.  P.  P.  for  Comox,  who  point-
